RESISTING ARREST 


“No doubt for a man of your 
type it ia yery funny to break a 


European Sergeant's finger in re-| 


sisting arreat. It is so funny 
tht I think you had better have 
one month In prison to think it 
over!” 

This waa‘ the stern comment 
made by Mr, E. W. Hamilton, thia 
morning, in convicting one of two 
Chinese who were before him to 
answer charges arising out of a 
fight which occurred in Centre 
j Street, Weat' Point, ‘yesterday 
morning. : 


The two accused, fokis of a 
shop, were charged jointly with 
assaulting a Chinese dyer, whilst 
the man who got one month was 
further charged with resisting 
arrest by Police Sergeant Pockaon, 
whose index finger on the right 
hand was broken in the violent 
struggle which the man put up to 
break away. 

: A Bad Locality 

When the Magistrate learned 
that the shop at which the accus- 
ed were employed was at 19, Cen- 
jtre Street he remarked: “Oh, it 
is next door to the lady who was 
selling children!” 


Divisional Inspector Bloor: “Yes, 
it 1a a very bad locality. 

The dyer’s story was that the 
second accused gave him a ‘suit 
of clothing to dye for 20 cents 
but when. the work was .complet- 
ed wanted to give him only ten 
cents, He refused and would not 
hana over the clothing, whereupon 
the two accused set upon him, 
first accused striking the first 
blow, 

Sergeant Pockson said. that he 
was on duty in Queen’s Road Weat, 
at the junction of Centre Street 
when he saw a disturbance in the 
‘side street. There was, a crowd 
but he cold see the first accus- 
ed striking the dyer, who did not 
hit. back but merely defended him- 
self.

SIAM AND BURMA 


Object Of Proposed 
Railway Extension 


Various proposals for linking up 
the railway systems of Burma and 
Siam have been made from time to 
time, : 

The primary object of the railway 
is the development of the country, 
The length from Mergui to the Siam 
frontier would not be built until the 
line from Moulrhein had been extended 
as far south og Mergul, and it 
would then undoubtglly form , the 
actual link between tile raffway. ‘sys. 
tems of Burma ‘and Stam, but in 
spite of this the through rail con- 
nection to Siam'and a0 to the Straits 
Settlements would not have so much 
value for the’ Government of Burma 
as.the development of that portion of 
the Morgui District through which 
the railway would pass... This dove- 
lopment would take the form mainly 
of rubber production for which: there 
ore large areas: which would be 
eminontly suitable if the region .was 
easily accessible. Garden land would 
he avaliable over considerable areas; 
this ground is, fertile and offers 
favourable soll for coconuts, fruits, 
vegetables, etc.’ Even paddy could be 
grown, probably. sufflelent for local 
iequirements though’ not for export, 

There are ‘reasonable possibilities 
of the increase of tin mining, as the 
hills are known to be stanniferoua, 
and similar ranges further south’ in 
Siam and the Federated Malay States 
contain valuable deposita, which are 
being profitably worked, though up to 
date only a fow concerns in Mergui 
are functioning and there experience 
the grentest difficulty for transport. 

That the country will attract 
acttlers and that its development will 
proceed fairly rapidly. is a practical 
certainty once some good communiea- 
tions are established, . 

Lt.-Col. Porter; in| his communica+ 
tion to the Secretary, Government of 
Burma, Foreat Department, observes 
that it ts very evident that the Burma- 
Siam Railway connection fs not Itkely 
to be constructed for a numbor of 


| years on account of its cost and the. 


poor yleld which . is in sight during 
the early years of its life. The re- 
maining sections of the railway still 
to bullt'to connoct up the systems 
of Burma and Siam come to a total 
Jongth of $65.18 miles, and are 
estimated to cost Rs. 8,18,90,251, 
which works out Rs. 2,24,263 per mile.

A LECTURE ON 
JAVA 
IMPRESSION OF MONTH'S 
VISIT 


LANTERN RN SLIDES 

An Interesting lecture in which 
impressions gained during a 
month’s visit to Java during the 
Pacific Science Conference held 
this year, was given at the 
Denne May Insitute last evening 
by G. A. C. Herklots, reader 
in ee at the ~ University of 
Hong Kong who attended the con- 
ference as a representative of the 
University. 

The Iccture was benutifully il- 
lustrated with a number of lan- 
tern slides showing Javanese in 
native costumes with. gaudy 
sarongs. The lecturer explained 
that mony of the natives of Java 
were ‘Mohammedans and they In- 
dicate thetr religion yy means of 
little fez caps. 

. Rikishas, the lecturer said, were 
prohibited in Jnva, and thelr 
places were taken by little hackney 
efrriages drawn by one or two 
ponies, An interesting slide was 
shown of two natives with a 
travelling kitchen, whilst another 
depicted » large banyan tree out- 
side the Hotel des Indies, Batavia. 
Voleanic Island 

Dr. Herklots then spoke of the 
voleanic island of Krakatau in the 
Sunda Straits between Java and 
Sumatra. He said that originally 
there must have been a single vol- 
enno of about 6,000 fect in height. 
the island having a diameter of 
about. six miles. Further activity 
in the 16th and 17th centuries re- 
sulted in. the breaking up of the 
main ‘island into one island, 
length about six miles, and two 
smaller islands. In 1883, after 
tremendous earthquake and vol- 
eanie activity, the half of the 
Jarger island was blown up and 
all life, plant and animal, on the 
three islands was ‘completely des- 
troyed by being buried under 
many feet of hot ashes. Since 
1883 there has been a little acti- 
vity, during 1927-29 in particular, 
but most of this was of a sub- 
marine nature taking place in the 
sen between the islands, 

Describing a trip to Lang 
Ejland and Rakata, Dr. Herklots 
showed a magnificent photograph 
of the islands at sunrise and said 
that from the shore to the sum- 
mit of the peak there wap no- 
thing but veyetation, bare areas 
of rock being only visible on the 
precipitous northern face. | The 
shore below the latter was cover- 
ed with rocks loosed frdm the 
precipice and material thrown up 
from the sea. Plants with which 
they were all familiar. grew there. 

Among Coral Islands 


He also showed slides illustrat- 
ing an excursion to the coral is- 
lands in the Bay of Batavia and 
spoke of the fascination of wad- 
Ing about in the blue lagoons, 
walking on crunching coral reefs 
or of standing in the warm water 
of the open sea submerged to the 
shoulders and yazing downward 
through a glass bottomed: bucket 
at the extraordinary sights below. 

Slides were also shown of an 
expedition made to Tjibodas in 
the mountains of Buitenzorg. 
The first part of the journey was 
made soon after five o'clock -in 
the morning by train. Then a 
ear took the party to Tjipanas, 
about four miles from and 1,200 
feat below Tjibodas. 


+ Dean Swann took the chair, 
and, in moving a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer, called the atten. 
tion of the gathering to the 
journal! which Dr, Herklots and 
Mr. A. H. Crook are producing 
next year on the natural history 
of this Colony. Someone had anid

species as the hundreds that the 
Prospective authors had deacrib- 
ed, it was obvious that that 
Journal could go for many yeara, 
given sufficfent support. He (the 
speaker) wap sure that the audi- 
ence would give that: support.

VINCENT DE PAUL], 
SOCIETY - 


ACTIVITIES OF PAST YEAR 
REVIEWED 


HELP TQ THE POOR 


The annual report of the Society 
of St. Vincent de Paul, which has 
just been cireulated, makes inter- 
esting reading. . In it the Society’s 
work for the poor during the past 
year is reviewed in details, and 
those who had contributed toward 
the Soclety’s funds will no doubt be 
interested to know how the money 
was expended. 

Trade Depression 

The report reads:— 

The Society thanks the generous 
public of Hong Kong for their 
continued support of the charitable 
work of the Society among the poor 
of this Colony. Compared with the 
previous year there was a, falling. 
aff, amounting , to $839.82, {n_ the 
net proceeds of the Al Fresco Fete 
and the “Our Poor Day” sale of 
Roses, but, in view of the general 
business depression which prevailed 
ut the time, and the Increasing num- 
ber of other appeals to charity 
which mark the end of each year, 
the Committee feel that they have 
every reason to be grateful for the 
support extended to them, and 
accept it as a tribute to the good 
work of the Socfety on behalf of 
the Colony’s poor and an Indication 
of the confidence which for over 
half a century the public ‘has 
bestowed on the Society in its dis- 
bunsement of the funds thus placed 
at its disposal. 

For this generous support ~ the) 
Central Council deslres to express 
its cordial thanks on behalf of all 
who worked ao hard and so devoted- 
ly for the success of “Our Poor 
Day” and the Fete. The Society fs 
gratefully indebted to Mr. E, D, da 
Roza, AS.A.A. for auditing the 
accounts. 

Income Falling Off 

The net proceeds of the “Our Poor 

ay” Sale of Roses and the Fete 
held last December amounted to 
$11,489.78, representing a further 
falling off of $1,209.06 on the 1927 
figures as vet out in'the Statement 
on the first page of this Report, and 
$2,048.88 on the receipts from the 
same two efforts at the end of 1926. 

It has accordingly been necessary 
to effect considerable esonomies 
during the first nine months of 1929 
in the ‘ yarious charitable works 
undertaken by the Society, except in 
relicf it mofley .and provisions, on 
which it wa’ felt that no reduction 
could be made without inflicting 
hardship on the Poor under the 
Soclety’s care. 

159 Families Helped 

The expenditure for relief in 
money and provisions for'the first 
nine months of 1929 was $4,976.50 
a3 against $4,802.55 for the same 
period in 1928. The Society has 
also, during the nine months ex- 
pended $161.50 in providing shoes 
and clothing for poor children and 
$128.48 for medica! aid. 

The above sum of $4,976.50 was 
expended on the maintenance of 169 
families comprising 260 . persons, 
Irrespective of race, nationality or 
creed 1,186. visits were made to the 
poor in their homes. 

Houses for the Poor 

The expenditure for housing and 
accommodation during the whole of 
1928 amounted ‘to $2,166.24, while 
for the nine months .January to 
September 1929 the expenditure was 
$1,688.95, of which $269.00 repre- 
sents grants made in special cases 
of temporary destitution. The con- 
tinued trade depresaion, with the 
consequent ificrease in the number 
of unemployed, is still—as recorded 
in the last annual report—causing 
the Society no little anxiety in the 
matter of the housing of the poor. 

Chinese Helped 

The education of the children of 
the poor has always, in all countries 
been among the first works of the 
Soelety of St. ‘Vincent de Paul. - In 
accordance’ with this policy. Chinese 
children are fAffdrded “every: oppor- 
tunity of gaining.a good grounding 
In thelr own language, after which 


rnecording to thelr aptitude, they are 


either taught.a trade or sent to St. 
Joseph's’ College for aon English 
education. , 
For the purpose. of providing in 
the first instance, a five-year course 


‘|in Chinese’ the , Society maintains 


the Kei “Lap School for: Boys at 
Wanchial, ‘and, -assists the Tak Ying 
School for Girls, also at’ Wanchaf by 
paying the fees of a number of the 
poorer girls attending ‘this.’ school.

The St. Loula Industrial Schoo! | 


at West Point, conducted by the 
Salesian Fathers, continués to be.of ; 
considerable assistance. to the} 
Soclety in solving, to a great extent, 
tho problom of finding work for the 
children of the Poor. Before the 
establishment of this achool these 
boys had no qualifications to fit them 
for any but the most menial work. 
Now, under the care of the Salesian 
Fathers, they are taught. shoe- | 
making, tailoring, carpentry, print! 
ing and other trades. 

A contribution of $100 has been 
made by the Society to this School 
this year, It Is regretted that the 
state of the Society’s funda has not 
permitted the provision of a larger 
grant towards the splendid work 
which these good Fathers are doing 
for the children of the. Colony’s 
Poor. 

St. Joseph's Home 

As stated in the last annual re- 
port, this Home was assisted to the 
extent of about $2,000 per annum 
by the Society before it was taken 


over by the Little Sisters of the ' 


Poor. As the rules of thelr Order 
oblige these Siatera to beg each day 
for the maintenance of their 
charges,~“and do not allow them to 
have any fixed Income, the Society 
has not been called on to make any 
regular allowance to the Home dur- 
ing the period under report. A 
special grant’ of $100 was, however, 
made and $200 was given as a 
donation at Christmas. . 
Gratitude Expressed 

The. Council desires again to ex- 
press its gratitude for the assistance 
given to the Soclety by this Home 
In receiving, a8 accommodation 
permits, a number of aged Poor for 
[whom, owing to thelr advanced age 
‘and feeble health, the Society is not 
in a position to provide the comforts 
which are found at the Home. 

The: Home is situated in large 
premises and extensive grounds at 
Ngau Chi Wan, near Kowloon City, 
and the public are again reminded 
that the good Rev. Mother is always 
glad to receive visitors and show 
them over the place. " 

In submitting this brief summary 
of the Society’s work during the 
year the Council again appeals with 
confidence to the generous Public of 
Hong Kong—both on, the occasion of 
the” Street Sale of Roses on “Our 
Poor Day,” Monday, December 2. 
and at the Al Fresco Fete, which 
will be held on December 8. The 
Society depends almost entirely on 
theae two public’ appeals for the 
maintenance and extension of dts 
work among the poor of this

Patent Timber Discharg-

A remarkable apparatus for trans- 
porting, sorting and stacking cimber 
from ships has been invented by Mr.

INCOME TAX ON 
SHIPPING 


RELIEF SOUGHT BY OVERSEAS 
DEPUTATION 


INEQUITABLE ACTS 

Brisbane—A deputation repreaent- 
Ing the State Joint Oversea Trans- 
port Committeo on September 80 
waited upon the Stata Treasurer (Mr. 
W. H, Barnes), seeking a measure of 
rellef from the income taxation on 
shipping, The deputation was intro- 
duced by Mr. E. T. Bell, M.L.A,, and 
tho Commissioner of Taxation (Mr. 
H. Magee) and the Under-Secretary 
for the Treasury (Mr. J."H. Stanley), 
were also. present. It was submitted | 
that the assessment of a tax of 7% 
per cent. on tho gross receipts from 
fares, froights, ‘ etc., collected in 
Queensland, rogardless of whether 
the operations resulted in a profit or 
not was inequitable, as it was a 
direct tax on turnover, and not on 
income, It was also stated that the 
rate was higher in Queensland than 
anywhere alse in the Commonwealth. 


OaVY 

In Introducing the deputation, Mr. 
Bell stated that it was representa- 
tive of the Australian Oversea Trans- 
port Association in. Queensland, which 
comprised importers, .exporters, pro- 
ducers and shipowners, It had been 
constituted after the Oversea Ship- 
ping Conference, which was held in 
\Australia early in the present year. 
The conference had reported to tho 
Prime Minister (Mr, Bruce) that the 
shipping lines engaged in the Aus- 
tralian trade were sustaining heavy 
losses, and, if freight increases were 
to .be avoided avery effort must he 
made to reduces costs. Hoe consider- 
ed that the deputation had a real 
grievance in the matter of taxation, 

Mr. W. T. Craig quoted certified 
figures showing the losses of certain 
lines engaged in the Australian 
trade, and drew attention to the de- 
sire expressed by the Prime Minls- 
ter, following the Oversea Shipping 
Conference, that the interests involy- 
ed. should endeavour to reduce coats; 
rather than {increase freights or re- 
duce the standard of the liner ser- 
vice. The speaker submitted details 
of the basis of taxation, which, he 
said, it was thought might be adopt. 
ed in Queensland. Ho said that stops 
were being taken to secure the adop- 
tion of a similar system in the other 
States. Tho proposed_basis was that 
‘o shipping 
profits by the Imperial Economic 
Conference in 1923, It provided that 
the. percentage which the profits of 
the shipping organisations as a whole 
bore to their gross carnings should 
be applied to tho sarnings. . In 
Queensland, it had been definitely es- 
tablished that the Australian trade 
was not returning the profitable re- 
sults gained from operations in the 
other States, and that, with the 


adoption of the basis submitted, the} 


taxation authorities would be at an 
advantage. . 

Mr. W. W, Service stressed the 
fact that the present tax Was 4 
direct tax on turnover, not on in- 
come, and submitted that it was con- 
trary to the principles of taxation in- 
tended by the legislatures, He 
claimed that such a basis amounted 
to a tax on exports, and for that 
reason alone was harmful to Austra- 
lia's overseas trade. 

. Increase in’ Freights 

Mr, F..R, Lloyd said that™the im- 
porting, exporting and producing or- 
ganisations had been assured that 
the Joint State Overseas Transport 
Committee was perfectly satisfied 
that’ shipowners experienced an une 
profitable trade, and it was: fully 
ronlised that, in nasisting to .over- 
come this,’ they were safeguarding 
the community at large, which, if it 
became necessary to increase freights, 
must obviously have to bear the add. 
len, in the form of a. higher 
prico on imported goods and a low- 
er return on. exports. The shipown- 
era wero not inactive, but wero giv- 
ing close attention to the rationalisa-. 
tion of tonnage and a better organi. 
sation of operations genorally, 

‘Mr, E. E. Forth stated that the 
producers and exporters fully realls- 
ed tho ‘trading difficulties confronting 
shipowners, and were ‘standing solid- 
ly behind them in. their off 
reduce costs, -

TREATY PORTS 


Conference of Shanghai 
Provisional Court 


+ Nanking, Yesterday, 

The conference regarding the Shang- 
hai Provisional Court, scheduled to 
open to-day, has been postponed. Nono 
of the Powers’ delegates has arrived 
here, and a disagreement has algo 
arisen as regards the qualifications of 
certain of them. 

Last week the Foreign Ministry re- 
evived a telegram from Oudendijk stat- 
ing that Britain, France, Japan, the 
United States, and Brazil, were send- 
ing delegates, but -there would be no 
representative from the Netherlands, 
The Foreign Office wired to Qudondijk 
the next day requesting that new de- 
legates ‘be appointed, Instead of those 
selected from the Consular Body in 
Shanghai, and that Japan should not 
he represented. So far, there hag beon 
no reply, . 

The rvagon that Japan in not invited 
is reported ta be that her Treaty with 
China has expired, and inviting her 
would have meant inviting other coun- 
tries in a similar position. 

Awaiting Instructions. 
* Peking, Yesterday. 

Regarding the postponement of the 
Provisional Coust Conference, it is 
now learned that’ delegates of the 
Powers are at present in Shanghai, 
ready to enter the conference, How- 
ever, the Waichiaopu’s point regard- 
ing the qualifications of some dele- 
gates, after discussion by the Diplo- 
matic Body, has been referred to the 
Governments concerned.

ITALIAN ART 


Special Ship To Trans- 
port Masterpieces 


Rugby, ' Yesterday, 

The work of collecting masterpieces 
from British collections for the exhibi- 
tion of Italian Art to be held in Lon- 
don in the carly months of next year 
will begin on Monday, A specially 
constructed lorry will be used for tho 
purpose of conveying 180 of these pic- 
tures for assembly at Burlington 
House. 

A special ship provided by the 
Italian Ministry of Marine wilt leave 
Genoa next month with 850 grent 
works of art valued at some £7,000,000 
that Italy is lending for the Exhibi- 
tion, which will probably afford the 
most complete. survey of Italian art 
ever brought together. The vessel will 
travel close to.the, coast, so that in tho 
event of choppy weather sho will be 
able to shelter in the nearest port, 

These masterpieces are now being 
cleaned and packed in- double-lined 
cases at Milan, and they will be under 
@ strong guard all the way to Britain. 
At London Dock they will pass into the 
card of Scotland Yard officers, who 
will guard the sealed vans when bring- 
ing them to the Exhibition. —British 
Wirolesa Service.

QUASHES CONVICT ION 


DOCTOR FREED ON CHARGE 
OF SHOOTING WIFE 


TRIAL WITHOUT JURY 
Rugby, Yesterday. 
Lords sitting as a 
Judical Committee of the Privy 
Council, which is the highest 
court in the land, coneluded to- 
day the hearing of the appeal of 
Dr, Benjamin Knowles ayainst his 
conviction in. Ashanti for the 
murder’ of his wife, Harriet, 
Knowles, Who was formerly 4 
Music hall artist, known as Madge 
Clifton, 

Lord Sankey, the Chancellor, 
announced the (leeision of the 
court in the following words, “We 
propose humbly to” advise His 
Majesty to allow the appeal and 
quash the conviction. Our rea- 
sons will be given later.” 

Dr. Knowles was convicted and 
sentenced to death in November 
fast year by the Acting Circuit 
Judge, Mr. A. K. Kumasi. Sen- 
tence was afterwards commuted 
by ,the Governor of the Gold 
Coast to impriyonment for life. 
Dr. Knowles obtained leave to ap- 
peal to the Privy Council and 
was brought to England. He is 
at present lying iN in Maidstone 
‘prison, 

The questions before the Judi- 
cal Committee of the Privy Coun-4 
cil were whether there was juris- 
diction to try the case without a 
jury, and whether the verdict was 
justified ‘by the evidenee.  Ac- 
cording to the evidence, 
Knowles was shot with a revol- 
ver while she and. Dr. Knowles 
were in’ their bedroom at their 
bungalow. According to a dying 
statement made by Mrs, Knowles 
put in at the trial, the affair was 
an accident, caused by her sitting 
‘on the revolver. The prosecution 
contended that this statement was 
made by Mrs, Knowles to shield 
her husband.—Rritish Wireless 
Service.

SCRAPPING OLD SYSTEMS 


New regulations governing the 
use of code words in telegrams and 
eablegrams have come info force at 
Home. The old test of.a word was 
pronounceabllity, a subjective ruld 
which the cable companies com- 
plained had coaged “to work fairly 
because of the ingenlous feats of 
the tongue achieved by code- 
makers. So the International Tele- 


graph Conference last year decided f* 


that in future the number of vowels 
was to be the criterion of respects 
ability. In future code-words con- 
taining six, seven, or elght letters 
are to contain at least two vowels, 
while those of nine of ten letters 
must have three. Offending words 
will have to pay a durcharge, Be- 
sides defining what, makes a code 
“word,” the conference alao decreed 
that in future there should be six 
yowels, for as far as code .is con- 
cerned the half-vowel “Y” fs to.be' 
given the benefit of the doubt. 


‘Familiar Codes 


This change In the rules will lead 
to the scrapping of many of the old 
familiar codes, both because many 
of the’ words they contain will now 
{be surcharged as two words and 
also because the new regulations 
give the code compilers a very 
greatly enlarged vocabulary. Under 
the old regulations the maximum 
number of words available was 


‘190,000; to-day 143,000 can be used. 


Obviously this gives an opportunity 
for greater economies in use; far 
more phrases, and even sentences, 
can be provided with a single code 
equivalent which allowa ¢able 
charge to be considerably reduced, 

Code, of course, is often employ- 
ed for reasons of secrecy, but more 
generally its'use is due to con- 
siderations of cost, ay.may be seen 
from the fafct that most firms do 
not bother to code their mland tele- 
grams or even messages ta Belgium 
and France, where the rate is only 

2%sd.n word. An.idea of how. 
great the saving can be is to be 
gathered from the fact that one of 
the now codes, the “New Standard,” 
compiled by Mr. H. G. Telling, who 
made many of the piece-gdods codes 
used In Lancashire, only. costa five) 
puincas. This code gives all the’ 
general. buainess - and market 
phrases, currencies, measurements, 
and go on, and also includes for the 
first time in a public code the 
names of 10,000 steamers—all those 
of 3,000 or over groas tonnage on 
Lioyds Register, in fact. But it 
.|does not deal with specialized trade 
terms of Interest to one: industry; 
only, Cotton, for instance, has only 
a mere handful of code-words for 
its infinite varieties, This ia'to be 
met by. the publication of special 
public supplements for all the big 
industrial groups. 


Costly Private Codes ' 


In contrast to the cheapness of 
the public codes there are the ex- 
ceedingly expensive private codes 
used by.most of the large firms, 
which normally ‘cost well over 
£1,000 to make, but which also,soon 
pay for themselves in use. These. 
codes also will require revision In 
many cases, s0 that the various 
code-making. companies ‘should en- 
joy a small trade boom ‘in. the near 
.}future. To such a large extent are 
‘private codes used that on’ :many 
nights the London cable companies 
‘handle more private than - public 
code messages. Most big users of 
codes ‘have ‘to’ buy'' all the “public 
codes a5 ‘well as a private one for 
it is never possible tobe certain 
‘what’ code « customer or correspon- 
dent may use. 

When a’: private code is ‘being 
made the makers employed careful- 
ly ‘tabulate all the telegrams ‘stent 
and received by their clients. dur- 
sae the Bast’ few years.’

The most interesting statement 
made by Herr Rechberg is that the 
conditions of the proposed Franco- 
German military alliance were first 
sketched out in 2 conversation that 
he had a few years ago with Mar- 
shal Foch, who was favourable to 
such an alliance. If this’ was so, 
It-is another indication that, what- 
ever Herr Rechberg may gay, the 
alliance was intended to be direct- 
ed against Russia. Marshal Foch 
publicly complained in a newspaper 
interview last year that he had not 
been allowed to make war on 
Russia, and it will be remembered 
that he was opposed to the aboli- 
tion of conscription in Germany, 
and that he encouraged the German 
Government in 1919 to re-establish 
a regular army for the purpose of 
suppressing the Spartakist move: 
ment in Germany. 

It is clear from Herr Rechberg’s 


statement that’ one of the chief |: 


objects of himself and his asso- 
ciates was to get rid of the disarma. 
ment provision of the Treaty of 
Versailles and to restore conscrip- 
tion. In Germany. It is amazing 
that men Hke M. Poincare and 
Marshal Foch should even have 
listened to' such proposals. The 
fact that they did shows how much 
the militarists, even of two hostile 
countries, have in common. Plain- 
ly the scheme was one for “the 
domination of Europe by a great re- 
actionary scombination -in which. 
France would certainly have be- 
come the junior.partner. Yet it ap- 
pears that Herr Rechberg obtained 
More support in France than in his 
own country, and that it was 
through lack of support in Germany

RADICAL EXCISION ADVOCATED | 


“Plus ea change plug c'est Ia 
meme chose” is an ailage which, 
if not true of :ll medical pro- 
blems, can certainly be applied to 
the methods of treating tuber- 
culous glands in the neck, Some | 
thirty years ago 1 radical enuclea- 
tion of the glands was the ac- 
cepted routine practice; there fol- 
lowed a vogue of conservative 
methods, of whieh tne most im- 
portant was ‘based on removing 
the supposed prircary focus of in- 
feetion and roving on the natural 
or stimulated resistance to ovar- 
come infection in the glands, 
Other procedures were often em- 
pirical, but in general fell into 
Une ‘with methols usel in’ the 
treatment of other types of tuber- 
culous infection. Conservative 
mensures have been given a fair 
trinl, and . stil have ardent ad- 
vocates; if, however, we accept 


the evidence which Mr. Gordon 
Bruce gives in the present issue 
of the British Medical Journal 
(p. 1080), it wonld appear that 
the full circle has been turned, 
and that surgical treatment is 
once again to be regarded as the 
method of choice for the majority 
of established infections. 
Study of 330 Cases 

Mr. Bruce basing his conclusions 
on a study of 330 cases of cervical 
adeniths treated during four  con- 
secutive years at Aberdeen. 
strongly advocates the radical cx- 
cision of glands diagnosed us 
tuberculous in which there is 
clinical evidence of caseation. 
From his ‘investigations he {s 
satisfied that this condition is 
present in all glands which have 
been subject to alternate attacks 
of swelling and periods of 
quiescence. He finds that re- 
moval ‘of disensed tonsils has no 
marked effect on the glandular 
condition, and is frankly sceptical 
of the value of heliotherapy in 
relation to the local condition of 
all but early cases. In. support 
of the latter view he quotes Dr. 
Margaret Tod, who, in surveying 
a group of cases treated by this 
means in Edinburgh, stated that 
in no case had it effected a cure. 

A Sound Procedure 

If ‘these gland infections are 
recognised as being local rather 
than systematic in nature, the 
radical .removal ‘of the diseased 
tissue, so fur As is practicable,

dure. Mr. Gordon Bruce is clear- 
ly of the opinion that few cases 
of tuberculous adenitis are blood | 
infections, adducing as evidence | 
the fact that in 906 per cent. of 
his series ‘the infection’ was ap- 
‘| parently limited to the gland area 
operated on. In no case belong- 
ing to this group was there found 
evidence of tuberculous infection 
elsewhere before or after opera- 
tion. The argument for radical 
excision is further supported by 
the view that once caseation Is 
well established complete resolu- 
tion without operation does not 
occur. In this event removal of 
a primary fécus of infection, such 
as the tonsil, carnot be expected 
to do more “than prevent further 
infection, There ts no doubt that, 
in many cases apparently cured 
by conservative methods the in- 
fection in the glands has been 
not tuberculous, but streptococcal. 
Streptococcal infections may precede 
cr accompany tuberculous infec- 
tion in some instances, or they 
may be the sole lesion in chroni- 
cally enlarged glands. In general 
they are present in the early 
stage,.but many remain dormant 
for a considerable time, causing 
a flare-up in the wound after a 
radical ‘operation. It {ig interest- 
ing to note that in 187 operations 
performed by Mr. Bruce 9 patients 
developed secondary streptococcal 
Infection of a severity which waa 
thought worth recording, 
‘Different’ Clinical ‘Courses - . 
Tt has“been a iuatter of discus-

ment of tuberculosis in Scotland 
are valid in England. There is 
evidence that the clinical course 
of tuberculosis in Scotland, 
differs from. that In the south; 
moreover, ‘in Scotland, in both 
bone and gland disease, there is 
a higher ineldenco of Infection 
with the bovine organism, In his 
report to the Science Committee 
of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, published in the “British 
Medical Journal" of January 17, 
1914 (p. 125),-Pholp Mitchell made 
the following statement: ‘Cow's 
milk containing bovine tubercle 
“bacilli is clearly the cause of 90 
per cent. of the cases of tuber- 
culous cervical glands in Infants 
and children realding in Bdin- 
burgh and district, and is respon- 
sible for by far the larger pro- 
nortion of tuberculous cervical 
glands in -children during the 
milk-drinking perlod of life (0 to 
5 years).” There does not appear 
to be any conclusive evidence as 
to the exact type of organism res- 
ponstble for adenitis In the south- 
ern area of Britain. , 
Important Conclustons 
Mr. Gordon Bruce’s most 
portant conclusions are that 
glands in the neck remaining per- 
sistently enlarged after three 
months are nearl’ always tuber- 
culous in nature, and that. if 
there is clinical evidence of their 
having undergone caseation the 
most satisfactory results are ob- 
tained by their enucleation. The 
complications of - extracapsular 
sbscess and sinus formation han- 
dicap the surgeon in his dissec- 
tion; they do not contraindicate 
operation, but lead to a lower 
standard of final results, both as 
to scar conditioa and perman- 
ency. These views are worth 
careful study; certainly most sur- 
eons at the present time, though 
they would probably give con- 
servative methods a trial for long-. 
er than three months, tend to con- 
form to them. The surgery of 
the radical operation is not 
simple; injuries to Important 
nerve and major, blood vessels 
have not alwaya been avoided, 
and in this connection Mr. Bruce’s 
paper contains a considerable 
amount of interesting detail.— 
British Medical Journal.

“The most serious obstacle is that of 
submarine limitation. The White 
House, however, refuses to be daunted 
by the difficulties ahead.”—Reuter’s 
Ameritan Service.

‘ Fifty-nine years have passed

;Tung Wah Hospital was laid by His

lto-day the Hospital is, in the words 
‘of our present Governor, Sir Cecil 
‘Clementi, “a houschold name, not 
lonly in Hong Kong, but in China 
jand among the Chinese overseas.” 

The history of the Institution, 
from its incorporation to the pre- 
sent time, would be of permanent 
interest, but the materials neces- 
‘sary for its compilation have not 
‘been preserved in the archives of 
‘the Hospital, Fortunately Mr. 
{Chan Yik-wan, who has been 
secretary to the Hospital gince 
11899, and whose knowledge of its: 
affairs has been of service to us, | 
vas able to find, amongst his own ‘ 
| papers, coples of the “Ching Shun | 
;Luk” from’ 1895 onwards, from 
iwhich we have extracted certain 
idata (printed at the end of this 
| Report) which provided = an 
j illuminating account of the growth 
of the Institution from that tune’ | 
to the present. H 
CLOUDS AND STORMS 


The Hospital, like many other 


linstitutions of its kind, has had to |_‘® 


face some pagsing clouds, if not 
storms; for instance, the Plague 
Epidemic of 1894 evoked a great 
deal of attention and much adverse 
criticism on the Institution. This 
and other matters led to the ap- 
pointment, in 1896, by His Excel- 
lency Sir William = Robinaon, 
K.C.M.G., the then Governor, of a 
Commission to enquire into, and 
report on, the working of the Hos- 
pital. : 

The first meeting of the Commis- 
sion was held on the 14th February, 
1896; and the Report, consisting of 
a Majority and two'Minority Re- 
ports, together with the evidence 
and appendices, was published in 
1896. Unfortunately it is out of 
print: it has in fact become a rare 
document. \ We. have, however, 
Managed -to secure the loan of a 
copy from the Hon. Mr. J. P. Braga, 
and from {t we have had reprinted 
the Reports of the Commissioners, 
with the addition of a Chinese 
translation thereof. Owing to their 
voluminousness, the evidence and 
the appendices have not been in- 
cluded in the reprint, , 


ORIGIN OF INCORPORATION 


The Report throws interesting 
light on the origin of the Hospital's 
incorporation: it shows that the 
main object was to replace’ the 
‘I Ts'z’ or Chinese Hospital, con- 
cerning which there ‘were, in the 
year previous, some horrible dis- 
closures of “heartless cruelty and 
filth” which shocked the conscience 
of the community. It made various 
recommendations -for the improve- 
ment of the Hospital, which were 


‘subsequently acted on and carried 


out. In this connection attention 
may be drawn.to clause 45 of the 
Majority Report, and particularly 
to its concluding sentence :— 

“At the same time we think that 
it would be of advantage to the Hos- 
pital, would facilitate its rolations 
with the Government and the public, 
and would secure continuity and 
uniformity in ita arrangements, if 
there were .associated’ with the an- 
nually lected Committee some 
Chinese residents of long standing 
who have had experience of the Hos- 
pital and whose advice would be re- 
spected by, and whose views would 
carry welght with, the Chinese’ com. 
munity.’” t. 

. It was thus that the “permanent 
advisers to the Tung Wah Hospital” 
came ‘into being—and ‘they ‘have 
been .a tower of strength to its 
Management, To their sound ad- 
vice and valuable asaistance, the 
Hospital ia under a debt of gratl- 
tude, and in this respect wea would 
[like to take this opportunity of re- 
‘Jeording. our -humble acknowledg-

Take, for example, the 
proposal suggested ‘by some of the 
Commissioners (which was prompt. 
ly acted on), that there should be 
a Chinese Doctor educated and 
trained in Western methods, who 
would give such general assistance 
aa required, and keep the register 
of deaths, In reference to this sug- 
gestion Mr. Ku Fai-shan, Chairman 
in 1896, said to the Commissioners 
at the Mecting held on the 10th 
April, 1896:— 

“If you gentlemen were to give an 
order that it should be* dono, wo 
would like It recorded in the books 
ug one of the new rules of the Hos- 
pital, so that we might avoid having

The directors would. not like to have 
the same treatment accorded thom 
as was accorded Mr. Lau Wal-chun 
during the Plague‘when he had hig 
chair overturned and was pelted 
with stones, He was Chairman of 
the Hospital Corimittee at that time. 
We directors would get the blame if 
any new rule were introduced such 
as you propose, We would not daro 
to make the innovation, ourselves.” 


EARLY ‘ SENTIMENT 

From this the reader.may gain a 
fairly true impression of public 
opinion prevailing at the time. 
Hygiene was regarded aos a fad: 
unti-septic and aseptic treatment 
was unknown. Cases of ‘sep- 
tieaemia was inevitable. 

After years of continudus efforts 
and improvements, what i3 the posi- 
tion of the Hospital to-day in re- 
lation to Western medical sclehce?
